I.  OBLIGATION  OF  COLLEGE  TO  GROUP  AND  MEMBERS: 

Student  group  life  is  an  essential  feature  of  the  educational  process.  It  should  be 
recognized  as  such,  and  as  large  a  degree  of  responsible  control  as  possible  should 
be  delegated  to  it. 

Self-government  is  a  primary  objective  of  college  training;  the  work  of  the  college 

will  be  strengthened  by  utilizing  the  fraternity  to  this  end. 

The    college    may    delegate    responsibility   to    the    fraternity,    but    is    thereby    not 

absolved  from  its  own  responsibility.  The  college  must  enforce  accountability  for 

all  delegated  responsibility. 

The  college  should  insist  upon  the  financial  integrity  of  all  student  undertakings, 

and  not  allow  them  to  encroach  upon  the  student's  primary  purpose  in  coming  to 

college. 

Group  life,  to  be  of  greatest  value,  must  be  integrated  with  college  objectives 
intellectually  as  well  as  socially,  physically,  and  morally. 

II.  THE  OBLIGATION  OF  THE  GROUP  TO  THE  COLLEGE: 

The  fraternity  is  responsible  to  the  college  to  the  extent  to  which  the  privilege  of 

association  withdraws  its  members  from  the  immediate  control  of  the  college. 

The  fraternity  should  maintain  proper  social  standards  and  wholesome  conditions 

of  living. 

The  fraternity  must  either  control  its  members  or  return  them  to  the  control  of 

the  college. 

The  fraternity  must  either  govern  itself  adequately,  or  be  supervised  or  dispersed 

by  the  college. 

III.  THE  OBLIGATION  OF  THE  GROUP  TO  THE  INDIVIDUAL: 

The  fraternity  has  no  immediate  responsibility  for  scholarship,  but  should  maintain 

conditions   that   will    promote    the    individual's    best    development   in    every   way. 

The  fraternity  should  not  give  refuge  to  its  members  in  any  breach  of  accepted 

responsibility. 

The  fraternity  should  respect  the  right  of  its  members  to  self-development. 

IV.  THE  OBLIGATION  OF  THE  INDIVIDUAL  TO  THE  GROUP:. 

The  individual's  right  of  self-expression  is  limited  by  his  obligations  to  the  group 

and  to  the  college.  ^ 

Compulsion  is  a  poor  substitute  for  co-operation. 

V.  OBLIGATION  OF  ALUMNUS  TO  COLLEGE  AND  GROUP: 

Alumni  membership  is  an  opportunity  to  serve  youth,  and  gives  the  "alumnus  no 
other  privilege   or  right. 

The  undergraduates  are  responsible  to  the  college  for  the  chapter;  alumni  must 
always  respect  this  responsibility.

Grand  Secretary,  F. 
James  Barnes,  II, 
Editor,  present  and 
taking  part  in  the 
ceremony,  I  was  in 
ancient  form  initi- 
ated into  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  and,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  exemplification  of  the  beautiful 
and  impressive  ritual,  I  was  most  cordially  and 
graciously  greeted  on  your  behalf  as  a  member  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  by  perhaps  a  score  of  my  new 
brothers.  I,  therefore,  am  seizing  this  first  oppor- 
tunity to  express  to  you  my  appreciation  of  the 
warmth  of  your  welcome. 

I  am  confident  that  none  of  us  will  have  any 
occasion  to  regret  the  merger  of  our  groups.  The 
idealism  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  as  expressed  in 
your  ritual,  is  not  different  from  the  idealism  of 
Theta  Upsilon  Omega,  and  the  correlating  of  our 
forces  will,  therefore,  require  no  drastic  revision 
of  the  aspirations  and  purposes  of  the  chapters  of 
Theta  Upsilon  Omega. 


As  I  dictate  this  word  of  greeting,  I  am  looking 
out  the  west  window  of  my  office,  31  floors 
above  the  ground.  On  the  right  is  the  Allegheny 
flowing  down  from  the  north,  with  its  water 
sparkling  clear  by  reason  of  the  gravel  beds  over 
which  it  flows.  On  the  left  is  the  Monongahela 
flowing  north  from  West  Virginia,  its  water  some- 
what yellow  from  the  soil  along  its  course.  It  is 
significant,  however,  that  both  streams,  notwith- 
standing their  differing  antecedents,  contribute 
alike  to  the  economic  betterment  of  mankind  by 
bearing  on  their  floods  the  commerce  of  a  mighty 
manufacturing  metropolis.  And  lo,  in  the  im- 
mediate foreground,  these  two  streams  merge 
quietly,  and  indeed  without  a  ripple,  and  form 
the  Ohio,  greater  than  either  because  it  is  a 
merger  of  both.  Curiously  enough,  for  perhaps  a 
mile  down  the  Ohio  it  is  easy  to  see  the  line  of 
demarcation  between  the  muddy  and  clear,  but 
long  before  it  vanishes  from  sight  the  waters 
have  become  so  commingled  as  to  prevent  their 
being  distinguished  as  the  noble  Ohio  hurries  on 
towards  the  sea. 

It  is  my  hope  and  earnest  wish  that  the  pano- 
rama thus  presented  may  indeed  be  symbolic  of 
the  merger  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  Theta 
Upsilon  Omega,  and  that  we  may,  in  harmony 
and  close  cooperation,  surge  forward  towards  the 
sea  eternal. — Samuel  W.  McGinness,  Last  Arch 
Master  of  Theta  Upsilon  Omega 


augurated  by  the  induction  of  0  Y  Q. 
Arch  Master  Samuel  W.  McGinness  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  on  April  2.  The  initiation 
took  place  at  the  National  Headquarters 
Building  in  Richmond,  the  members  of 
Virginia  Alpha,  and  the  Richmond  Alumni 
chapter,  the  Grand  Vice-President,  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  the  Editor  of  the 
Journal  participating.  More  recently 
0  Y  Q  Executive  Secretary  George  W. 
Braun,  of  Joliet,  111.,  was  initiated  by 
Illinois  Alpha  along  with  some  thirty  other 
Illino's  0  Y  Q  alumni. 

Other  0  Y  Q  Alumni  are  being  ini- 
tiated as  speedily  as  is  convenient  for  all 
parties. 

As  this  takes  place  the  membership  of 
0  Y  Q  Alumni  Clubs  in  Pittsburgh,  Chi- 
cago, New  York,  Philadelphia,  Los  An- 
geles, and  elsewhere,  will  be  merged  with 
the  membership  of  Sig  Ep  Alumni  chapters 
in   those   cities. 


Although  the  merging  of  0  Y  Q  with 
Z  O  E  represents  a  new  venture  for  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  mergers  are  by  no  means  a 
new  departure  in  the  fraternity  world. 

Earliest  recorded  fraternity  mergers  ap- 
pear to  be  the  1879  ^"ion  of  Alpha  Sigma 
Chi  and  the  1889  union  of  the  so-called 
Mystical  Seven  with  Beta  Theta  Pi.*  As 
recently  as  1934  Sigma  Mu  Sigma  was 
merged  with  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon.  In  these 
instances,  as  in  the  merger  of  0  Y  Q  with 
Z  O  E,  members  of  the  uniting  fraternity 
on  campuses  on  which  there  were  existing 
chapters  were  absorbed  by  those  chapters, 
and  chapters  on  other  campuses  were  in- 
stalled as  new  chapters. 

Theta  Upsilon  Omega  was  founded  in 
Lewisburg,  Pa.,  in  February,  1924,  under 
the  following  circumstances:  On  December 
1-2,  1923,  contemporary  with  the  annual

It  is  in  this  spirit  that  I  send  to  the  men  of 
Theta  Upsilon  Omega  the  fraternity's  and  my 
greetings  and  good  wishes,  and  a  reminder  that 


a    warm    welcome    awaits   you    in    the    Heart    of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

The  union  has  been  effected  and  in  order  to 
achieve  the  full  value  of  this  merger  Theta  Up- 
silon Omega  must  be  initiated  into  the  full  Ideal 
and  teachings  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  The  merged 
chapters  will  gain  strength  on  their  respective 
campi  at  Alabama  Tech,  California,  George 
Washington,  and  Illinois. 

And  the  newly  installed  chapters  at  Bucknell, 
Muhlenberg,  Rensselaer,  Stevens,  Temple,  West- 
minster, and  Worcester  will  be  stimulated  in  the 
new  System  and  Ideals  of  Fraternity. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  Initiation  of  Theta 
Upsilon  Omega  Alumni  will  be  expedited  where 
ever  possible.  Our  Alumni  body  is  the  source  of 
great  strength  and  inspiration  to  our  Local  Chap- 
ters and  of  tremendous  importance  to  our  National 
Fraternity.  Larger  centers,  such  as  Pittsburgh,  Chi- 
cago, New  York,  Philadelphia,  Los  Angeles  and 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  are  urged  to  merge  their 
alumni   chapters.

Conference  in  New  York  City,  there  was 
a  conference  of  local  fraternities  sponsored 
by  the  expansion  committee  of  the  confer- 
ence. Seventy-eight  local  fraternities  were 
represented.  It  was  found  that  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  following  had  a  common 
desire  for  the  formation  of  a  new  national 
organization,  Delta  Tau  of  Worcester 
Polytechnic  Institute;  Phi  Kappa  Pi  of 
Stevens  Institute  of  Technology;  Zeus  Fra- 
ternity of  the  University  of  Illinois;  Kappa 
Sigma  Phi  of  Temple  University;  Beta 
Kappa  Psi  of  Bucknell  University;  Kappa 
Tau  Omega  of  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity; Sigma  Beta  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire;  Delta  Kappa  Mu  of 
Pennsylvania  State  College;  Phi  Alpha  Pi 
of  Davidson  College;  Phi  Delta  Sigma  of 
the  University  of  Chattanooga;  Everett 
Fraternity  of  Nebraska  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity; and  Sigma  Sigma  of  Iowa  State  Col- 
lege. 


These  met  in  Room  741  of  the  Hotel 
Pennsylvania  in  New  York  City.  Articles 
of  agreement,  subject  to  ratification  by  the 
respective  local  fraternities  were  drawn  up 
and  signed,  and  the  tentative  organization 
of  Phi  Kappa  Pi  fraternity  was  launched. 
The  articles  of  agreement,  when  presented 
to  the  Interfraternity  Conference,  were 
promptly  endorsed  and  were  returned  to 
Phi  Kappa  Pi  with  a  pledge  of  support  and 
co-operation  by  the  Conference.  Charles  R. 
Dreuk  of  Zeus  Fraternity  was  elected  presi- 
dent and  Merle  C.  Cowden,  Delta  Tau, 
secretary-treasurer  of  this  tentative  organi- 
zation. 

The  first  nine  of  the  above  mentioned 
fraternities  ratified  the  action  of  their  repre- 
sentatives to  the  Conference  of  local  fra- 
ternities and  on  February  21-23,  1924,  the 
delegates  of  these  nine  met  at  the  Beta 
Kappa  Psi  House  at  Bucknell  University, 
Lewisburg,  Pa.,  and  completed  the  arrange-

Massachusetts  Beta  had  its  beginnings  in 
Delta  Tau,  the  local  fraternity  established 
February  17,  1906.  Delta  Tau,  consistently 
strong  and  influential  at  Worcester,  chose 
to  remain  local  until  1924  when  it  took  the 
lead  in  forming  a  new  national  fraternity, 
Theta  Upsilon  Omega.  The  Worcester 
group  was  the  oldest  of  the  10  original 
groups  that  banded  together  to  form  Theta 
Upsilon  Omega. 

Massachusetts  Beta  is  an  outstanding 
group  with  healthy  representation  in  Wor- 
cester athletics  and  all  extra-curricular  acti- 
vities and  organizations.  The  house,  which 
compares  favorably  with  other  campus 
houses,  is  located  close  to  the  campus.  The 
chapter  at  the  time  of  its  installation  had  28 
active  members  (all  of  whom  were  ini- 
tiated into  Sig  Ep)  and  9  pledges,  a  total 
of  35  men. 

The  chapter  is  likewise  notable  for  its 
body  of  loyal  alumni,  numbering  approxi- 
mately 350.  Prominent  alumni  of  the  chap- 
ter include:  Helge  Johnson,  Chairman, 
W.P.I.  Alumni  Fund  Board;  Roland 
Packard,  Superintendent,  Smith  Paper  Co. ;

POINIER  WINS  FAME 
with  New  Comic  Strip 


JL  ERHAPs  you've  been  laughing  at  that 
new  comic  strip  character,  "Jitter,"  which 
is  appearing  daily  in  many  of  the  nation's 
largest  newspapers,  without  knowing  that 
"Jitter"  is  the  creation  of  Art  Poinier,  Ohio 
Epsilon,  '32. 

"Jitter"  is  little  more  than  a  year  old 
having  been  born  in  January,  1937,  but, 
lovable  monkey  that  he  is,  he  has  taken 
his  place  along  side  such  popular  favorites 
as  "Little  Orphan  Annie,"  "Joe  Palooka," 
and  "Pop  Eye,"  and  is  appearing  in  papers 
from  New  York  to  Hollywood  and  from 
St.  Paul  and  Milwaukee  to  Mexico  City, 
and  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

Apt  is  the  description:  "Arthur  Poinier 
has  created  in  Jitter  a  'trade  mark  person- 


ality' which  will  rival  the  appeal  of  the 
greatest  comic  of  them  all — a  pucker 
mouthed  monkey.  The  superb  drawing  fo- 
cuses attention  upon  the  clever  action  of  a 
character  everyone  loves.  There  are  no 
wordy  balloons  for  tired  papas  and  mamas 
to  read  to  the  children.  Instead  the  young- 
sters can  follow  the  pictures  every  day  and 
get  as  much  fun  out  of  Jitter's  antics  as 
their  big  brothers  and  sisters." 

The  cartooning  career  of  Arthur  Poinier 
is  summarized  by  Gilson  Wright  in  the 
March,    1938   Ohio   Wesleyan  Magazine: 

Poinier  did  a  lot  of  cartooning  while  on 
the  Ohio  Wesleyan  campus.  He  was  art 
editor  of  Le  Bijou  in  his  junior  year.  Pick 
up  your    1 93 1    Le   Bijou   and   you'll   find 
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several  dozen  illustrations  made  by  him.  He 
drew  cartoons  for  the  programs  sold  at 
football  games  in  Selby  Field;  several  draw- 
ings appeared  in  the  Transcrift;  he  sold 
some  to  the  Columbus  Dispatch.  And  when 
the  men's  glee  club  went  on  tour  it  took 
Poinier  along  to  entertain  the  audience 
with  chalk-talks  during  intermissions. 

This  experience  led  him,  after  gradua- 
tion in  1932,  to  the  national  political  con- 
ventions in  Chicago  that  summer,  when  he 
drew  rapid-fire  sketches  for  a  Chicago 
newspaper.  From  this  work  he  went  into 
free-lance  cartooning  for  magazines  and 
newspapers.  He  was  offered  a  job  by  a 
Toronto  newspaper  but  was  unable  to  ac- 
cept it  because  of  labor  laws  which  pre- 
vented an  American  from  working  in 
Canada.  But  this  disappointment  was  short- 
lived, for  he  took  a  job  with  a  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  paper  and  it  was  there  that  he  got 
the  idea  for  "Jitter." 

Cartooning  comes  "natural"  to  Poinier. 
He's  a  relative  of  a  famous  cartoonist,  but 
for  professional  reasons  Poinier  doesn't  want 
his  name  used.  None  of  his  associates  in  the 
syndicate  business  knows  of  the  relation- 
ship, since  Poinier  prefers  to  win  his  spurs 
on  his  own  merits.  Poinier  obtained  all  of 
his  jobs  through  his  own  ability  and  has 
never  cashed  in  on  the  nepotic  angle. 

When  he  came  to  Ohio  Wesleyan 
Poinier  brushed  up  on  his  latent  ability  by 
taking  the  full  year's  drawing  course  in  the 
fine  arts  department,  but  then  went  into 
political  science  as  his  major.  This  proved 
of  great  value  to  him  when  he  covered  the 
Chicago  political  conventions.  His  affilia- 
tion with  the  Press  Club  and  Pi  Delta  Ep- 


silon, honorary  journalistic  fraternity,  also 
helped  him  after  graduation.  He  was  a 
member  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  and  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  fraternities. 

Many  a  fraternity  house  in  Delaware 
possesses  on  its  wall  a  pen-and-ink  sketch  of 
President  Edmund  D.  Soper  which  Poinier 
drew  while  a  student. 

He's  appreciative  of  the  help  given  him 
by  a  number  of  outstanding  newspaper 
cartoonists,  particularly  J.  N.  Darling 
("Ding")  of  the  Des  Moines  Register;  V. 
R.  Shoemaker  of  the  Chicago  Daily  News, 
and  Ray  Evans  of  the  Columbus  Disfatch. 
All  were  generous  in  help  and  advice,  he 
says. 

A  native  of  Oak  Park,  111.,  Poinier  comes 
from  an  Ohio  Wesleyan  family.  His  sister 
is  Mrs.  Louise  Poinier  Faus,  '26,  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.,  formerly  a  missionary  in  Korea. 
His  brother,  Edward,  '30,  is  with  the  Car- 
bide and  Carbon  Chemical  Corp.,  South 
Charleston,  W.Va. 

Poinier  does  his  cartooning  in  a  studio 
of  his  own  in  St.  Joseph,  Mich.,  which  is 
across  Lake  Michigan  almost  due  east  from 
Oak  Park.  The  cartoons  are  sent  to  Dallas, 
Tex.,  from  which  city  they  are  made  into 
cuts,  then  into  mats,  and  shipped  to  all  parts 
of  the  country.  His  work  is  done  six  to 
eight  weeks  ahead,  for  both  daily  and  Sun- 
day— the  Sunday  drawings  being  full-page 
affairs — and  this  schedule  will  soon  be 
farther  ahead,  Poinier  hopes. 

Just  turned  twenty-seven,  Poinier  is  be- 
lieved by  his  associates  to  have  a  bright 
future  in  the  newspaper  cartoon  field  and 
"Jitter"  is  expected  to  take  its  place  among 
the  best  of  the  pantomime  strips.

X  OR  MOST  chapters,  it  is  less  than  150 
days  until  next  rushing  season.  Like  Christ- 
mas shopping,  the  most  intelligent  rushing 
is  done  early. 

If  your  chapter  begins  to  plan  its  next 
season's  rushing  now,  it  will  take  a  step 
toward  perfection  of  its  results  next  fall. 
If  each  of  your  campus  rivals  are  alert 
enough  to  do  the  same  thing,  we'll  hear  less 
complaints  about  the  rushing  rules,  how 
they  "ought  to  be  changed"  again  this  year, 
and  how  the  fraternities  and  the  freshmen 
do  not  have  enough  time  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  each  other  and  make  the 
wisest  selections. 

Persuade  your  chapter  to  begin  action 
right  away.  Get  next  fall's  pledging  chair- 
man and  his  committee  appointed  and  plan- 
ning their  campaign.  Late  spring  prepara- 
tions and  summer  contracts  with  prospects 
will  give  you  a  big  headstart  in  the  annual 
pledging  competition.  You  can  "sew-up" 
your  candidates  without  gambling  on  dis- 
tasteful high-pressure  "hot-boxes."  The  fu- 
ture personnel  of  your  chapter  will  be  se- 
lected from  a  larger  group  of  prospects 
and  be  more  carefully  chosen. 


Four  Stefs 

Presuming  you  act,  here  is  a  practical 
program  to  follow  and  a  number  of  tested 
suggestions  to  consider: 

Any  chapter's  rush  campaign  can  be  di- 
vided into  four  parts:  (i)  Securing  the 
names  and  all  possible  facts  about  prospects; 
(2)  Sorting  of  the  prospects  as  to  which  are 
most  desirable,  so  the  undesired  may  be 
dropped  and  concentrated  eflForts  centered 
on  the  most  attractive  one;  (3)  Advertis- 
ing the  fraternity  to  the  selected  prospects 
and  acquainting  them  with  it  and  its  mem- 
bers so  well  that  the  prospects  are  "sold"  be- 
fore school  opens  or  can  be  more  easily  sold ; 
and  (4)  Closing  the  "sale"  when  pledging 
time  arrives. 

The  first  three  steps  can  be  done  ade- 
quately only  several  months  before  pledg- 
ing time.  At  most  schools,  they  must  be 
completed  during  the  summer. 

Let  your  chapter  rushing  committee  de- 
cide this  spring  most  details  in  connection 
with  each  of  the  steps,  so  every  chapter 
member  can  be  told  what  will  be  done,  be 
able  to  intelligently  co-operate,  and  through 
full  acquaintance  develop  more  enthusiasm 
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for  promptly  carrying  out  the  requests  put 
to  him  during  the  summer  by  the  rushing 
chairman.  The  committee  can  decide  on  the 
program,  and  then  call  a  meeting  of  all 
chapter  members  to  describe  to  them  the 
needs  and  plan  in  connection  with  each  step. 
Experience  proves  that  if  the  rushing  chair- 
man wants  to  avoid  disappointment  in  the 
co-operation  he  gets  from  members  it  is 
important  to  describe  his  plans  to  them  be- 
fore the  summer  vacation. 

Lining  Up  the  Prospects 

The  first  step,  in  seeking  the  largest  num- 
ber of  prospects  to  consider,  is  largely  a 
secretarial  job.  Names  may  be  gathered 
from  present  chapter  members,  from  the 
registrar  or  director  of  admissions  at  many 
schools,  from  the  high  schools  and  prepara- 
tory schools  which  will  co-operate,  and 
from  alumni  members  of  the  fraternity. 

Alumni  are  a  vital  force  in  contacting 
and  rushing  desirable  men  but  the  chapter 
must  take  the  lead  in  organizing  their  sup- 
port. Two  general  letters,  asking  recom- 
mendations, should  be  mailed  to  them.  One 
in  early  summer  to  catch  information  that 
can  be  secured  then,  and  another  early  in 
August  to  pick  up  any  added  prospects 
which  have  become  known  later.  It  should 
always  be  emphasized  to  them  to  send  in- 
formation early.  You  must  solicit  recom- 
mendations early  to  still  have  time  to  in- 
vestigate and  look  up  the  rushees  before 
they  come  to  the  campus. 

However,  since  many  alumni  do  not 
know  boys  of  the  college  freshman  age,  every 
year,  the  necessary  form  letters  sent  alumni 
should  not  be  expected  to  bring  too  many 
answers.  Get  the  best  results  possible  from 
such  letters  and  depend  more  on  the  alumni 
members  when  you  are  able  to  provide  them 
with  the  names  and  addresses  of  specific 
boys  from  their  communities  entering  col- 
lege. (Names  you  have  gathered  from  the 
school  registrar  or  from  high  and  prep 
school  principals  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
during  the  summer.)  Ask  alumni  to  investi- 
gate and  report  to  you  on  such  prospects. 
When  specific  requests  are  made  to  key 
alumni,    in    given    communities,    good    co- 


operation can  be  expected  and  will  be  most 
valuable  to  the  chapter  in  ascertaining  ac- 
curate information  on  the  largest  number 
of  candidates.  If  a  chapter  can  learn  the 
name  and  address  of  every  boy  entering  col- 
lege, it  is  very  worthwhile  to  avoid  missing 
any  good  prospects  by  the  expedient  method 
of  sending  out  queries  to  the  fraternity's 
members  who  live  in  the  same  communities 
even  though  they  may  not  have  been  pre- 
viously acquainted  with  the  prospect.  If 
your  chapter  has  no  undergraduate  or 
alumni  members  in  certain  communities, 
query  the  fraternity's  national  office  or  con- 
sult a  recent  edition  of  a  national  member- 
ship directory  to  find  members  from  an- 
other chapter  who  may  be  addressed. 

Selection  Before  School  Starts 

As  shortly  as  names  of  prospects  are  re- 
ceived, the  sorting  job  should  be  started 
by  the  rushing  chairman.  The  obvious  pur- 
pose is  to  learn  about  every  possible  potential 
candidate  and  then  to  begin  narrowing  the 
field  as  to  desired  prospects.  Before  school 
opens,  perhaps  you  have  gathered  facts  re- 
garding 300  or  more  matriculating  fresh- 
men but  have  made  dates  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  only  50  or  75  of  such  men  at 
school's  opening.  This  saves  entertainment 
expenses  which,  in  free  meals  alone,  can 
run  high,  permitting  the  chapter  to  concen- 
trate, diminishing  the  loss  of  good  will  and 
the  disappointment  that  comes  through  en- 
tertainment of  a  prospect  who  is  not  invited 
to  membership. 

Preliminary  investigation  of  prospects  de- 
velops through  received  recommendations 
from  undergraduate  and  alumni  members, 
whether  directly  or  as  a  result  of  the  chap- 
ter's query  for  information.  Further  selec- 
tion results  with  personal  contacts.  In  so  far 
as  possible,  some  undergraduate  or  alumnus 
should  personally  meet  the  recommended 
man  before  any  invitation  for  his  entertain- 
ment at  school's  opening  is  extended.  The 
impression  gained  from  each  personal  con- 
tact should  be  reported  to  the  rushing  chair- 
man. If  that  impression  and  other  furnished 
facts  are  favorable,  then  the  chairman  will 
ask  undero-raduates  or  alumni  to  do  follow-

Plus,  the  rushing  chairman  should  always 
write  a  personal  letter  of  invitation  to  such 
candidates  for  entertainment  at  school's 
opening  and  send  him  any  information 
about  the  fraternity  or  the  college  that  is 
available  for  distribution.  Once  a  candidate 
has  been  found  desirable,  the  aim  of  the 
chapter  is  to  have  him  as  sold  as  possible 
on  the  fraternity  before  he  arrives  at  school. 

Get  These  Facts 

In  judging  the  candidate,  preliminary  to 
deciding  he  is  a  desirable  prospect,  the  rush- 
ing chairman  should  not  fail  to  know:  i. 
Was  his  high  school  scholarship  high  enough 
that  he  is  likely  to  get  satisfactory  college 
marks?  (A  poor  student  is  ruled  out  of  ac- 
tivities at  most  schools,  and  if  he  is  likely 
to  drop  out  of  school  shortly  it  is  a  wasted 
effort  in  behalf  of  chapter  personnel  and 
finances.  He  ordinarily  makes  a  poor  alum- 
nus.) 2.  Are  his  finances  sufficient  that  he 
will  be  able  to  afford  fraternity  member- 
ship should  the  chapter  he  unable  to  help 
him?  3.  How  is  he  regarded  in  his  home 
community?  (Will  he  be  a  good  advertise- 
ment to  future  rushees  in  that  community, 
and  what  are  the  chances  of  his  being  simi- 
larly regarded  among  his  fellows  in  the 
chapter? ) 

Summer  investigation  of  each  candidate 
is  a  very  safe  procedure.  And,  the  early  in- 
vestigation permits  the  contacts  that  are 
most  effective  in  cinching  the  prospect  will 
prefer  your  fraternity,  whatever  the  rushing 
rules. 

So??ie  Specific  Suggestions 

Some  miscellaneous  suggestions  to  aid 
the  effectiveness  of  the  summer  campaign 
and  to  make  the  job  easier. 

I.  Before  school  closes  this  spring,  or 
just  before  rushing  season  opens,  have  a 
"rushing  school"  one  evening  for  the  entire 
chapter.  Let  experienced  younger  alumni 
and  chapter  officers  describe  to  all  chapter 


men  tested  procedures  for  best  results  .  .  . 
what  to  say,  how  to  say  it,  cerain  cautions, 
what  to  stress,  and  such.  Many  times  a 
chapter's  membership  is  only  partly  effective 
during  rushing  periods  merely  because  a 
part  of  the  chapter,  particularly  the  under- 
classmen, have  had  no  training  in  handling 
this  activity  with  any  expertness.  Have  every 
chapter  member  equally  prepared  (and  the 
chapter  which  has  only  a  few  men  is  batting 
on  a  few  cylinders)  to  present  the  "sales 
points"  to  prospects. 

2.  To  insure  thorough  contacts,  follow- 
ups  and  best  attention  to  each  prospect  that 
there  will  never  be  a  time  when  he  is 
neglected,  the  rushing  chairman  should  as- 
sign each  chapter  member  to  be  responsible 
for  certain  candidates.  Assignments,  so  far 
as  possible,  should  be  made  on  the  basis  of 
mutual  interests  and  attractions  of  the  mem- 
bers and  the  prospects.  Another  virtue  of 
this  positive  assignment  of  prospects  is  that 
it  gives  each  chapter  man  a  definite  responsi- 
bility and  part  in  the  rushing  program,  and 
assures  his  best  aid  and  co-operation. 

3.  Banquets,  smokers  or  country  club 
outings  should  be  planned  for  late  summer, 
with  alumni  co-operation,  in  communities 
which  are  centers  of  many  rushing  prospects. 
The  selected  men  will  be  guests  of  under- 
graduate and  alumni  members  of  the  frater- 
nity at  such  affairs.  At  a  recent  initiation,  I 
heard  an  outstanding  freshman  point  out 
he  had  pledged  his  fraternity  because  of  an 
alumni  banquet  he  had  attended  the  previous 
summer.  At  that  occasion  he  had  seen  his 
best  friend's  father  and  many  prominent 
men  of  his  community  for  whom  he  had 
o-reat  regard  and  discovered  for  the  first 
time  they  were  members  of  the  fraternity. 

Cinch  Preferred  Dates 

4.  Many  campuses  now  use  date  cards 
as  a  part  of  their  rushing  system.  Whether 
by  regulation  or  not,  it  is  smart  for  your 
chapter  to  use  such  cards  and  distribute 
them  during  the  summer  to  the  rushing 
candidates  as  a  means  of  recording  set  times 
when  your  chapter  expects  to  entertain  them 
at  school's  opening.  There  are  certain  dates, 
under  every  system,  when  it  is  preferable 
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to  entertain  a  prospect  and  the  plan  can  as- 
sure the  freshman  saving  that  date  for  your 
chapter.  Definite  dates  also  enable  the  rush- 
ing chairman  to  plan  each  entertainment 
period,  equalizing  the  number  of  guests  for 
most  effective  attention.  If  the  rushing  sys- 
tem regulations  at  your  school  require  such 
dates  being  made  only  after  the  freshman 
has  arrived  on  the  campus,  there  is  some- 
thing to  gain  in  asking  the  prospect  to  save 
certain  dates  for  your  confirmation  at  the 
official  time. 

5.  The  publication  of  a  rushing  booklet 
for  distribution  during  the  summer  to  the 
rushees  is  a  great  aid  to  selling  the  prospect 
in  advance  of  the  pledging  time.  Into  a 
small  booklet  can  be  written  facts  about  the 
fraternity  of  interest  to  the  freshman  which 
are  sales  points.  Ordinarily  such  books  con- 
tain a  brief  historical  resume,  names  of 
prominent  alumni  and  chapter  members,  a 
description  of  various  traditions  and  serv- 
ices of  the  fraternity  and  some  information 


as  to  its  management,  finances  and  opera- 
tions. When  carefully  handled,  these  book- 
lets can  help  to  bring  the  prospect  to  the 
chapter  house  before  pledging,  at  least  part- 
ly sold.  They  can  furnish  facts  which  are 
ordinarily  better  presented  in  writing  than 
by  mouth  and  get  these  facts  before  the 
prospect  before  the  rushing  season,  when  he 
is  free  from  the  distraction  at  school's  start 
and  will  absorb  them  best.  The  ordinary 
prospect  is  prejudiced  in  favor  of  the  fra- 
ternities about  which  he  knows  the  most. 
The  booklet  can  help  to  capture  that  preju- 
dice. 

6.  Don't  forget  to  acknowledge  each 
recommendation.  At  the  same  time  that 
recommendations  are  acknowledged  the 
rushing  chairman  can  instruct  the  alumnus 
as  to  further  information  desired,  and  ask 
him  to  do  specific  things  as  follow-ups.  Also, 
the  acknowledgment  is  good  courtesy, 
which  assures  co-operation  from  the  recipi- 
ent in  later  years.

Following  is  a  "bird's-eye  view"  of  what 
took  place. 

Informal  Get-together 

Train,  plane  and  automobile  conveyed 
those  in  attendance  to  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsi- 
lon house,  an  imposing,  beautiful  brick 
structure  with  its  big  white  pillars.  There 
was  a  welcoming  committee  at  the  door, 
and  the  fireplace  was  burning  cheerily  as 
old  and  new  Sig  Eps  gathered  around  for 
an  old-time  bull  fest  and  "do  you  remem- 
ber when."  Graduation  had  turned  the 
boys  into  paths  which  led  to  the  far  corners 
of  the  earth,  but  this  reunion  brought  them 
together  ap;ain.  Before  the  reunion  was  two 
hours  old,  dignified  business  men  became 
"college  kids"  again,  and  they  were  "off 
to  the  races"  with  the  boys  of  yesterday  and 
those  of  today  mingling  together  as  one. 
No  formal  program  had  been  planned  for 
Friday  night,  so  the  sky  was  the  limit,  and 
yarns  flew  thick  and  fast.  Charlie  Robinson 
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produced  two  boxes  of  Yakima  apples  to 
munch  on.  In  one  corner  of  the  living  room 
Verne  Firestone  had  put  up  old  copies  of 
Barometers  and  mementos  which  always 
had  an  audience,  A  long  panel  of  old-time 
pictures  and  "snaps"  brought  many  a 
chuckle  and  the  start  of  a  story.  "Doc"  and 
Mrs.  Dubach  came  over  and  said  "how  do" 
all  around,  and  later  in  the  evening  re- 
freshments were  served.  With  the  assistance 
of  Vic  Hesse,  Sig  Eps  burst  into  harmony 
on  the  slightest  provocation. 

Yes,  fellows,  it  was  a  great  evening — 
and  it  gave  us  all  that  nice,  warm  feeling 
around  the  heart. 

Early  History 

On  Saturday  morning  Sig  Eps  gathered 
at  the  beautiful  Memorial  Union  Building 
for  the  first  ofl^cial  program.  J.  Ivan  Stew- 
art, president  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
presided  with  Verne  Firestone  in  charge  of 
the  program. 

Charles  Robinson  reviewed  the  start  of 
the  Oxford  club  founded  in  the  fall  of 
191 1.  R.  V.  "Tubby"  Wright  told  about 
the  Hayden  club  and  its  consolidation  with 
Oxford  in  191 3.  The  Hayden  club  was 
formed  as  a  "business  proposition"  to  lower 
school  costs  through  co-operative  living.  It 
was  founded  by  R.  V.  Wright  and  the  late 
"Dad"  Jameson.  Thirty  men  formed  the 
Hayden  club,  and  its  rules  and  regulations 
were  a  far  cry  from  the  easy,  plentiful  life 
enjoyed  by  college  students  today.  Back  in 
the  191 3-14  era,  the  average  monthly  as- 
sessment was  $14.  Pie  or  cake  was  served 
only  on  Sunday,  meat  was  included  only 
once  a  day,  and  coffee  was  never  served — 
partly  as  an  economy  measure  and  also 
because  some  believed  the  beverage  to  be 
harmful. 

Even  in  those  early  days  Dr.  Dubach  was 
one  of  the  boys.  In  February  1 9 14  at  a 
Sunday  dinner,  an  Oxford  pin  was  awarded 
to  him.  Others  who  were  mentioned  as  con- 
tributing much  toward  the  early  group 
were  Conner  Edwards  and  Charles  Robin- 
son. 

It  developed  that  the  Oxford  club  was  so 


named  because  "the  name  sounded  good," 
and  Howard  Belton  said  he  was  first  at- 
tracted to  the  club  because  of  its  name. 
H.  M.  "Shorty"  Cummins  gave  a  short 
talk  on  early  Oxford  history. 

Floyd  Edwards,  in  a  very  efficiently  pre- 
pared and  complete  paper,  reviewed 
"Twenty  Years  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon"  dat- 
ing from  1 9 1 8  to  the  present  time.  Some  of 
the  highlights  of  his  talk  were: 

Oregon  Alpha  has  ranked  first  in  schol- 
arship among  fraternities  eight  times — 
four  of  these  being  during  the  past  four 
years.  Only  three  times  has  the  fraternity 
been  lower  than  fifth  on  the  scholarship  list. 

Sig  Eps  have  won  freshman  awards  seven 
times;  sophomore,  four;  junior,  two; 
senior,  five.  Since  1927,  twenty  Sig  Eps 
have  been  members  of  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  the 
only  honorary  embracing  all  schools  on  the 
campus.  Several  members  also  gained 
"Forum,"  the  local  which  preceded  Phi 
Kappa  Phi. 

Beginning  with  the  class  of  1933,  nine- 
teen members  were  in  the  Glee  Club;  ten, 
orchestra;  twenty-one,  college  band. 

Forensics:  seven  in  oratory,  seven  in  ex- 
tempore speaking,  eleven  in  debate. 

Athletics  since  1925:  eight  in  football; 
three,  basketball;  twelve,  track;  five,  base- 
ball. 

In  addition  to  these  members  have  taken 
part  in  practically  every  campus  activity, 
and  the  past  twenty  years  show  wide  par- 
ticipation. 

In  the  code  of  personal  and  group  con- 
duct, Oregon  Alpha  has  held  a  high  stand- 
ard, and  on  the  O.S.C.  campus,  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  commands  high  respect.  Because  of 
past  records  and  its  high  aims  and  ideals, 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  selective  in  its  choice 
of  men. 

All  through  this  able  review  of  twenty 
years  Edwards  paid  high  tribute  to  Dean 
Dubach,  his  unselfish  service  and  his  great 
and  valuable  influence. 

The  presence  of  Mrs.  Emma  "Mother" 
Stowe,  who  acted  as  housemother  for  the 
boys  from  1918  to  1930,  was  greatly 
missed,  and  the  group  wired  her  greetings 
and  flowers. 
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Memorial  Service 

The  lives  of  those  brothers  who  have 
passed  on  were  honored  in  an  impressive 
memorial  service  (under  the  direction  of 
Verne  Firestone)  and  eleven  white  carna- 
tions were  placed  around  the  Sig  Ep  heart. 
The  carnations  looked  like  pearls  in  a  Sig 
Ep  pin.  The  deceased  members  so  honored 
were:  Milton  "Dutch"  Kooreman,  Homer 
Edwards,  Winfield  Johnson,  Ivan  Atter- 
bury,  Art  McClain,  Bill  Bailey,  Eddie  De-

Initiation  Ceremony 

Kenneth  Smith,  of  Los  Angeles,  a  sopho- 
more, became  a  Sig  Ep  with  appropriate 
formal  ceremonies  conducted  in  the  Memo- 
rial Union  Building,  Saturday  afternoon, 
the  active  chapter  officers  conducting  the 
ritual,  which  was  witnessed  by  the  Grand 
President  and  Grand  Secretary,  as  well  as 
local  and  visiting  alumni  and  chapter  mem- 
bers. 

The  Banquet 

The  "high  spot"  of  the  reunion  was  the 
informal  banquet  held  on  Saturday  evening 
in  the  Memorial  Union  Building.  One  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  were  in  attendance, 
with  H.  B.  "Bob"  Robinson  acting  as  toast- 
master.  Following  is  a  brief  resume  and 
highlight  remarks  of  those  participating  in 
the  program. 

Geo.  W.  Peavy,  President  O.S.C: 

It  is  a  significant  thing  to  have  a  group  of  men 
come  back  to  their  Alma  Mater  as  you  have 
tonight.  Institutions  are  not  made  of  brick  and 
mortar,  but  of  human  material,  and  O.S.C.  is  one 
institution  which  claims  the  loyalty  of  her  sons 
and  daughters.  ...  I  have  looked  to  this  fraternity 
as  one  which  was  to  set  the  model  for  other 
fraternal  organizations  on  the  campus.  I  think 
you  have  lived  up  to  my  expectations,  and  from 
the  bottom  of  my  heart  I  welcome  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilons  back  here.  I  think  it  is  fine,  too,  that  you 
are  to  honor  a  man  who,  more  than  any  other, 
is  responsible  for  the  position  your  fraternity 
holds.  It  is  an  accomplishment  for  a  man  to  help 
build  such  a  fraternity,  it  is  an  accomplishment 
for  him  to  work  in  harmony  with  his  fellows  as 
he  has  all  these  years.  I  take  off  my  hat  to  Dean 
Dubach,  and   I  say  he   is  one  of  the  outstanding 


men  in  accomplishments  on  the  campus  of  Oregon 
State. 

Chairman  Robinson  here  introduced 
guests  from  other  chapters  before  present- 
ing the  remaining  speakers.  George  Jackson 
and  John  Mitchell  from  Oregon  Beta  at 
Eugene,  and  McAllister,  Gamble,  and 
Duncan  from  Washington  Alpha  at  Pull- 
man. 

W.  L.  Phillips,  Grand  Secretary: 

I  do  not  recall  any  other  group  of  an  active 
chapter  that  has  exceeded  this  in  attendance.  You 
have  been  most  fortunate  in  having  a  man  like 
Dr.  Dubach  to  guide  you  and  keep  behind  you 
year  after  year.  I  hope  it  may  be  the  good  fortune 
of  this  chapter  to  keep  to  the  high  standard  that 
it  has  always  enjoyed  under  his  leadership. 

One  of  the  outstanding  things  the  national  S.P.E. 
organization  has  accomplished  was  the  plan 
adopted  in  1930  to  aid  students  financially — a 
fund  having  been  built  up  through  savings  taken 
from  initiation  fees  and  life  memberships.  Since 
that  time  we  have  loaned  118  students  over 
$27,000  and,  up  to  the  present  time,  72  have  paid 
their  loans  in  full.  In  addition  to  being  a  financial 
help,  this  loan  fund  has  taught  the  boys  the  need 
of  promptly  meeting  an  obligation.  Phillips  also 
stressed  the  need  of  cooperation  from  alumni  to 
the  boys  of  the  active  chapter. 

James  Corley,  National  President: 

There  is  still  a  question  in  the  mind  of  many 
college  officials  as  to  whether  or  not  there  is  a 
place  in  university  life  for  a  fraternity.  They 
actually  challenge  the  existence  of  fraternities, 
and  feel  they  have  outlived  their  usefulness.  To 
us  that  seems  a  foolish  statement,  and  I  believe 
S.P.E.  and  other  fraternities  can  do  much  to  dispel 
these  doubts  by  setting  high  moral  and  physical 
standards  and  living  up  to  them.  Fraternities 
should  work  together,  and  I  think  the  interfra- 
ternity  spirit  should   prevail  on  every  campus. 

Other  speakers  included  "Tubby" 
Wright  who  spoke  on  "The  Old  Oxford 
Club,"  Verne  Firestone  on  "Our  Ideals  of 
Twenty  Years  Ago."  Ivan  Stewart  talked 
on  "Looking  Ahead,"  and  James  Howland, 
president  of  the  local  chapter,  on  "We 
Carry  On." 

At  this  point  in  the  program  Chairman 
Robinson  presented  H.  C.  Belton,  a  charter 
member  of  the  fraternity  and  a  member  of 
the  Oregon  State  House  of  Representatives. 
Belton  said,  "For  a  quarter  of  a  century 
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VERMONT  ALPHA'S  NEW  HOME 


A.  OR  several  years,  it  has  been  the  dream 
of  the  members  of  Vermont  Alpha  to  have 
a  new  chapter  house  as  the  old  one  was 
located  at  some  distance  from  the  Univer- 
sity buildings  and  was  rather  old  and  worn. 
Christmas  vacation  1936  saw  an  event 
which  hastened  the  realization  of  this 
dream.  The  old  house  was  damaged  by  a 
fire.. This  fire  did  not  do  a  great  amount 
of  damage  in  itself,  but  together  with  the 
water  damage,  it  made  it  evident  that  a 
new  house  would  be  the  best  solution.  Con- 
sequently, the  members  went  into  a  tem- 
porary house  while  the  Alumni  Corporation 
went  into  action  to  secure  the  necessary 
funds  for  the  new  building. 

Upon  the  return  of  the  members  to  school 
in  the  Fall  of  1937,  a  house  was  beginning 
to  take  form  which  promised  to  be  second 
to  none.  This  magnificent  edifice  was  de- 
signed and  decorated  by  a  man  who  is  an 
artist,  and  every  part  of  it  is  unquestionably 
done  in  the  best  possible  manner.  The  archi- 
tects were  Webber  and  Healy  of  Rutland, 
Vermont,  and  the  contractors  were  Wm. 
Adams  and  Sons  of  Burlington,  Vermont. 


Let  us  now  look  the  house  over.  It  is 
built  of  brick  veneer  and  is  in  the  Georgian 
style  of  architecture.  The  front  of  the  house 
is  very  plain  and  there  are  none  of  the  dis- 
figuring signs  proclaiming  that  it  is  the 
home  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  which  mar  the 
beauty  of  so  many  fraternity  houses.  Upon 
entering  the  house,  the  first  thing  which 
strikes  the  eye  is  the  entrance  hall  which  is 
made  notable  by  a  graceful  curving  staircase. 
The  living  room  is  finished  out  in  clear 
pine  paneling  which  has  been  treated  so  that 
its  color  is  a  weathered  gray.  The  color 
motif  of  the  room  is  purple  and  red  for  the 
Fraternity,  the  drapes  being  purple  and  the 
leather  furniture  red. 

In  the  dining  room  which  will  seat  forty 
persons  normally,  we  find  the  military  motif 
prevailing  together  with  the  colors  of  Nor- 
wich, maroon  and  gold.  The  wallpaper  it- 
self is  of  the  military  motif,  and  the  light 
fixtures  carry  out  this  idea.  The  dining 
room  furniture  is  of  rich  walnut  with  the 
chairs  upholstered  in  red  leather. 

The  kitchen  is  one  of  the  most  conveni- 
ent ever  laid  out,  and  the  main  features  are

From 
the  kitchen,  a  stairwa}^  leads  to  the  second 
floor  quarters  of  the  cook  and  the  house- 
mother which  are  separate  from  the  rest  of 
the  house.  In  the  basement  are  the  chapter 
room  and  the  boiler  room. 

The  upstairs  part  of  the  house  contains 
a  well  equipped  and  well  lighted  card  room, 
the  comptroller's  office,  and  guest  rooms. 
As  the  members  of  the  chapter  are  required 
to  live  in  the  University  Barracks  there  is 
no  need  of  study  rooms  and  bedrooms,  so 
these  are  not  included. 

January  1 5  saw  a  number  of  the  alumni 
returning  to  Northfield,  as  the  new  house 
was  to  be  officially  opened  at  that  time. 
During  the  afternoon  the  house  was  open 


to  inspection  by  the  members  of  the  faculty, 
trustees,  administrative  officers,  students, 
and  friends.  The  number  of  guests  who  in- 
spected the  house  was  gratifying  to  all  con- 
cerned, and  their  comments  were  all  very 
favorable. 

In  the  evening  a  banquet  was  served  to 
the  members,  active  and  alumni,  in  the 
chapter  room  and  this  was  followed  by 
dancing,  and  a  general  good  time.  The 
event  was  enjoyed  by  all  who  attended  it, 
and  the  new  house  was  dedicated  with  the 
proverbial  bang. 

This  new  house  was  obtained  only 
through  the  work  of  the  alumni  who  con- 
tributed nobly  to  make  it  a  success.  Leader- 
ship was  provided  by  the  building  commit- 
tee: E.  W.  Magnus,  D.  V.  Anderson,  R.

Judge  Terrell  was  made  an  honorary

JL  OR  SEVERAL  YEARS  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  have 
been  urging  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
make  a  visit  to  all  of  the  chapters.  At 
Cleveland  the  delegation  from  Ore- 
gon Alpha  painted  such  an  attractive 
picture  of  their  Twentieth  Anniver- 
sary party  and  the  Kansas  Beta 
group's  story  of  its  Twentieth  Anni- 
versary was  so  impressive  that  your 
Grand  Secretary  was  intrigued  into 
making  a  trip  to  visit  the  chapters  west 
of  the  Mississippi  river.  Plans  were 
made  to  leave  early  in  January  but 
the  "breaking"  of  the  merger  with 
Theta  Upsilon  Omega  made  it  neces- 
sary to  put  off  the  start  until  the  mid- 
dle of  the  month,  and  also  made  it 
necessary  to  eliminate  the  Iowa  chap- 
ters on  the  way  west. 


At  noon  on  Sunday,  January  i6, 
the  start  was  made,  with  the  usual  last 
minute  rush,  and  plenty  of  work  to 
be  done  on  the  train  in  getting  memos 
lined  up  for  reference  at  the  proper 
times. 

The  first  stop  was  at  Milwaukee, 
that  "little  town  down  behind  Old 
Man  Schlitz's  Brewery."  A  delight- 
ful morning's  chat  was  had  with 
Grand  Treasurer  Ed.  Buchanan  in 
his  beautifully  appointed  office  at  the 
First  Wisconsin  National  Bank.  A 
discussion  of  fraternity  affairs  in  gen- 
eral and  an  effort  to  sell  the  "big 
town  financier"  on  the  sentimental 
financing  of  the  fraternity  chapter  was 
a  full  morning's  work.  To  get  the 
business  man  to  see  "eye  to  eye"  with 
the  boy  who  sees  only  the  competition 
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of  the  big  house  next  door  and  thinks  even 
though  he  has  no  money  that  there  is  no 
reason  why  he  and  his  chapter  should  not 
have  one  like  it,  is  an  accomplishment  for 
money  getters  to  shoot  at.  We  missed  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  Marietta  (Mrs.  Buchan- 
an) but  had  the  privilege  of  a  few  minutes 
conversation  with  her  over  the  phone.  A 
luncheon  at  the  City  Club  with  about  twen- 
ty alumni  was  a  delightful  experience.  This 
group  included  a  dozen  men  who  had  met 
once  every  two  weeks  for  the  past  ten  years 
and  is  always  a  nucleus  for  a  Milwaukee 
"Sig  Ep"  gathering.  In  this  group  one  al- 
ways finds  "Easty,"  Whitney  H.  Eastman, 
one  of  the  most  energetic  of  our  former 
Grand  Presidents  (1923-26),  a  member 
who  never  overlooks  a  "Sig  Ep"  news  item 
of  any  kind,  and  never  neglects  to  send  it 
to  the  Central  Office.

A  quick  change  at  the 
Stevens  and  off  to  the  Interfraternity  Club 
to  hear  the  Chicago  Alumni  Expansion 
Committee's  ideas  on  that  subject.  It  would 
be  fine  (in  my  opinion)  if  a  lot  of  the 
brethren  domiciled  east  of  the  Alleghenys 
could  hear  expansion  discussed  in  the  area 
we  easterners  call  "out  west."  These  go- 
getters  know  their  stuff.  They  believe  in 
progress  and  know  how  to  achieve  it. 

Come  Tuesday,  and  a  rare  treat  in  store. 
After  a  busy  morning  with  some  alumni, 
and  a  conference  with  the  alumni  president 
of  a  local  at  Northwestern,  a  brother  of  the 
early  days  of  Illinois  Alpha,  Dr.  E.  H.  M. 


Griffith,  picked  us  up  at  the  hotel  and  drove 
us  to  Lake  Forest  to  visit  a  very  pretty  cam- 
pus and  meet  with  one  of  the  three  locals 
there.  The  campus  boasts  of  one  national, 
which  will  be  joined  by  another  there  this 
spring,  leaving  the  other  two,  both  of  which 
are  considering  and  being  considered  by 
nationals.  Part  of  the  visit  being  a  tour  of 
the  campus  we  soon  found  the  home  of  the 
Dean  and  had  the  pleasant  surprise  of  shak- 
ing hands  with  a  Sig  Ep  brother  from  Wis- 
consin Alpha,  William  E.  McPheeters,  who 
not  so  many  months  before  had  been  on  a 
sightseeing  tour  through  Virginia,  viewing 
the  National  Headquarters  "from  the  out- 
side." The  time  spent  with  Dr.  Griffith 
was  far  too  short,  he  is  one  of  those  delight- 
ful alumni  who  appreciate  fully  the  fellow- 
ship that  one  gets  from  fraternity  affiliation. 
Back  to  Chicago  and  a  little  late  at  the 
monthly  alumni  meeting,  but  in  time  to 
hear  most  of  the  fifty  who  were  in  attend- 
ance enter  into  a  discussion  of  fraternity 
affairs,  and  also  to  meet  a  lot  of  old  friends. 
Dr.  Oscar  Hawkinson,  another  oldtimer  of 
Illinois  Alpha  and  one  we  had  the  pleasure 
of  seeing  in  Richmond  a  year  or  so  ago, 
J.  W.  "Buddy"  Cook  of  our  own  chapter, 
now  with  an  airplane  operating  company 
having  headquarters  in  Chicago,  and  form- 
er Grand  President  A.  P.  Dippold,  1926- 
28.  A  fine  chat  with  "Dip"  and  having  his 
promise  to  check  our  corrected  copy  of  the 
Constitution  and  Laws  so  it  could  go  to  the 
printer  in  good  shape.  Off  again  to  the 
train  to  arrive  in  Champaign  at  i  ."30  a.m. 
so  as  to  be  on  hand  early  in  the  mornmg 
to  see  how  Illinois  Alpha  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  and  Delta  Alpha  of  Theta  Upsilon 
Omega  were  responding  to  the  proposed 
merger  of  their  parent  bodies.  An  unusual 
experience  was  enjoyed  here.  Among  the 
freshmen  was  discovered  the  pride  of  form- 
er    Grand     President     Dippold's     family, 
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"Charles  S."  This  is  the  first  instance  of  a 
son  of  a  former  Grand  President  being 
initiated. 

Before  breakfast  was  over  a  delegation 
arrived  at  the  hotel  to  extend  the  hospi- 
tality of  the  local  chapters.  With  George 
W.  Braun,  Executive  Secretary  of  Theta 
Upsilon  Omega,  both  of  our  chapters  were 
visited  and  Dean  Turner  of  the  University 
was  consulted  to  be  sure  that  no  University 
regulations  would  be  violated  in  completing 
the  merger.  To  have  a  few  hours  more 
with  "soon  to  be  Brother  Braun,"  his  kind 
invitation  was  accepted  to  ride  with  him  to 
Princeton,  Illinois,  to  make  train  connec- 
tions there  at  8 135  instead  of  at  4  :oo  o'clock 
at  Champaign. 

The  next  chapter  was  Nebraska  Alpha 
and  word  had  been  sent  advising  arrival  on 
the  morning  of  the  twenty-second.  By  ar- 
riving there  at  11:55  a.m.  the  promise  to 
be  there  that  morning  was  kept  and  with 
much  surprise  and  pleasure  the  first  one  to 
greet  us  was  District  Governor  Earle 
"Jack"  Frost,  who  had  come  up  from  Kan- 
sas City.

A 
romp  with  the  Twins — they  swing  the  bat 
like  Babe  Ruth — kept  the  District  Governor 
and  Grand  Secretary  busy  for  awhile  chas- 
ing the  ball.  Like  their  Dad  and  Mother, 
they  are  versatile  and  convinced  us  that  the 
piano  in  the  Strain  HOME  was  something 
more  than  an  ornament. 

The  train  for  Manhattan  left  Sunday 
morning  at  8:30  so  our  visit  with  T.B., 
Fern,  and  the  Twins  in  their  charming 
home  was  all  too  short.

Frost  pointed  out  the  farm  on  which  he 
was  born,  and  I  reminded  him  that  it  had 
been  my  pleasure  just  the  previous  Wednes- 
day to  drive  through  Normal,  Illinois,  the 
place  of  my  birth,  at  least  that  is  the  story 
told  to  me.

Our  acquaintance 
in  the  Koontz  home  was  happily  renewed 
with  Rosalie  Anne,  Jean,  and  Paul,  Jr.  It 
will  be  a  "break"  for  the  delegates  when 
they  start  attending  Conclaves.  The  Kansas 
City  Alumni  meeting  brought  out  a  large 
group  and  many  old  acquaintances  were 
renewed.  Among  the  missing  was  one  of

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Co.  He  has  also  recently  become  sole  Dela- 
ware agent  for  the  Girard  Life  Insurance 
Co.  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Town  and 
Village  Co.,  an  automobile  insurance  com- 
pany. 

Dickerson  Winner  of  N.C.C.A. 
Heavyweight    Boxing    Championship 

Heavyweight  champ  of  the  great 
American  collegiate  boxing  kingdom — 
that's  the  title  burly  Ashby  Dickerson  of 
West  Virginia  Beta  tucked  under  his  belt 
recently  in  the  National  Collegiate  Boxing 
Turnament  at  Charlottesville,  Va. 

"N.C.C.A.  Heavyweight  Champion"  is 
the  official  monicker. 

Champ  Dickerson,  winner  in  twenty- 
eight  out  of  twenty-nine  fights  during  his 
scintillating  four  years  at  West  Virginia 
University,  decisively  outpointed  Leo  Kata- 
linas  of  Catholic  University  in  his  final  bout 
after  scoring  a  decision  over  Paul  McDon- 
ald of  Loyola  in  the  semi-finals.  Both  foes 
had  been  undefeated — until  they  met  the 
West  Virginia  Beta's  smashing  right. 

Starting  slowly  in  the  Virginia  scuffle, 
Dickerson  rocked  his  opponent  with  a  hard 
right  and  a  baffling  flurry  of  blows  in  the 
second  round,  and  continued  to  pile  up  a 
winning  margin  of  points  in  the  last  canto. 

Two  weeks  previous  to  this  encounter, 
"Dick"  walked  off  with  the  Eastern  Inter- 
collegiate Conference  heavyweight  title — 
for  the  third  time  in  the  three  times  he  has 
been  entered!  (Only  two  other  boxers,  one 
from  West  Virginia  and  one  from  Du- 
quesne,  ever  duplicated  that  feat.) 

Yes,  twenty-eight  out  of  twenty-nine 
winners. 

E.I.C.  champ  for  three  years,  and  end- 
ing up  with  the  national  heavyweight  title 
— that's  Brother  Dickerson's  record,  and 
certainly  one  which  compels  admiration. 

"Dick,"  as  he  is  known  to  all  the  West 
Virginia  Beta  brethren,  is  active  in  campus 
affairs  in  addition  to  spending  spare  time 
copping  boxing  titles.  He  is  a  member  of 
Fi  Batar  Cappar,  riotous  campus  group 
which  was  organized  as  a  mock  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  fraternity;  Scabbard  and  Blade,  na- 
tional military  honorary,  and  several  other 
campus  organizations.

"Papa"  Baer  avows  as  how  he  did  it  all  for 
her!

John  Northrop,  who  at  the  age  of  51 
years  has  been  quietly  but  efficiently  super- 
vising the  classification  of  government- 
owned  lands  as  to  mineral  values  and  po- 
tentialities for  thirteen  years,  is  just  com- 
pleting, in  a  span  of  three  years,  the  tre- 
mendous task  of  directing  an  appraisal  of 
the  geologic  feasibility  of  more  than  1500 
projects  for  the  unit  or  co-operative  de- 
velopment of  oil  or  gas  areas  that  contain 
Federal  lands.  This  job,  although  enor- 
mous in   itself,   has  occupied  only  part  of

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his  time  during  this  period,  because  sand- 
wiched in,  he  has  had  no  end  of  regular 
duties.  He  alternates  from  time  to  time 
with  the  Chief  in  supervising  the  work  of 
the  Conservation  Branch  of  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey,  which  is  entrusted 
with  the  appraisal  and  development  of  all 
Government-owned  mineral  resources.  For 
relaxation,  he  spends  a  couple  of  months 
each  summer  mapping  coal  beds,  phosphate 
deposits,  and  oil  and  gas  structures  in  the 
western  states  and  when  he  is  home  serves 
as  Secretary  of  the  largest  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Sunday  School  in  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington. 

John  was  born  and  educated  in  New 
York  state  and  started  early  in  life  by  com- 
pleting his  tasks  quietly  but  efficiently.  He 
was  a  brother  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  at  Syra- 
cuse where  he  graduated  with  a  B.S.  de- 
gree in  1910  after  three  and  a  half  years. 
He  continued  his  studies  coupled  with  some 
teaching  for  another  year  when  he  was 
elected  to  Sigma  Xi,  honorary  scientific  fra- 
ternity, comparable  to  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
key  of  the  arts  schools. 

John  came  to  the  U.S.G.S.  in  1911  by 
virtue  of  a  high  grade  on  a  civil  service 
examination,  and  rose  steadily  in  the  ranks 
until  1 91 9,  when  he  left  to  work  with  the 
Roxana  Petroleum  Corporation,  a  subsidi- 
ary of  the  Dutch  Shell,  in  Peru  and  Ecua- 
dor. However,  he  returned  to  the  Survey 
just  two  years  later,  after  defeating  a  stub- 
born case  of  recurrent  malaria.  In  1924 
he  was  given  the  important  post  of  Chief 
of  the  Mineral  Classification  Division  and 
Assistant  Chief  of  the  Conservation  Branch. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  So- 
ciety of  Economic  Geologists,  and  the 
Geological  Society  of  Washington,  but,  even 
so,  for  too  few  geologists  realize  his  real 
ability  as  a  geologist.  Practically  all  of  his 
time  since  1924  has  been  occupied  with 
administrative  duties  and,  although  the 
Government  has  profited  greatly  by  his 
ability,  the  geological  profession  has  suf- 
fered from  lack  of  publication  by  this  keen 
observer  and  equally  alert  interpreter.  His 
own  alibi  in  this  regard  is  that  his  license  to 
"preach"  lapsed  several  years  ago  and  that 


his  mission  in  life  is  geologic  application  and 
not  exposition. 

John  and  Mary  Anne  Mayo,  whom  he 
married  in  191 2,  have  four  children.  Rich- 
ard is  at  American  University  hoping  to 
prepare  for  foreign  service  in  the  Diplomatic 
Corps.  Robert,  just  out  of  high  school,  is 
working  with  the  United  States  General 
Land  Office  and  looking  forward  to  a  ca- 
reer in  commercial  art.  Lois  and  Molly- 
anne  are  in  junior  and  senior  high  schools 
respectively.  The  intelligence,  kindness,  and 
love  that  these  parents  have  exerciesd  in 
raising  these  children  only  accentuates  the 
loss  that  has  befallen  four  other  children 
because  the  Northruf>s  did  not  feel  capable 
of  adopting  more  than  the  first  four  that 
appealed  to  their  fancy.  Few  parents  of 
my  acquaintance  can  point  with  more  just 
pride  to  one  of  their  own  children  than  the 
Northrops  can  use  for  any  one  of  their 
four — but  that  is  just  another  example  of 
the  careful  efficiency  that  marks  every 
phase  of  the  life  of  John  Northrop.

Howard  L  Dillingham,  '27,  Penn- 
sylvania Eta,  and  an  adopted  son  of  New 
York  Alpha,  having  received  his  Master's 
degree  from  Syracuse  University's  School 
of  Education,  has  been  appointed  to  the 
deanship  of  the  College  of  Business  Admin- 
istration of  Rider  College,  Trenton,  N.J.

John  W.  Mahan,  Montana  Alpha, 
mixes  law  and  army  life  with  unmistakable 
success.  After  serving  in  the  World  War, 
he  returned  to  Montana  to  graduate  from 
the  State  University  in  1924. 

Mahan  started  his  political  career  as 
Democratic  Traveling  Secretary  in  the 
1924  campaign.  He  served  on  the  Veterans' 
Welfare  Commission  of  Montana  until 
shortly  after  being  elected  National  Com- 
mander of  Disabled  Veterans  of  the  World 
War  during  that  organization's  national 
convention  in  Omaha  in  1925.  During  the 
year  he  was  president  he  visited  all  but 
three  states  in  the  United  States  and  in- 
spected each  hospital  facility  of  the  Veter- 
ans' Administration. 

In  April  1926,  wounds  received  in  the 
World  War  had  healed  sufficiently  that  he 
could  pass  the  physical  examination  and  be 
commissioned  Captain,  Specialist  Reserves, 
United  States  Army. 

Four  years  later  Mahan  received  com- 
mission as  Captain  in  the  Judge  Advocate 
General's  Department,  and  was  trans- 
ferred as  adviser  to  163rd  Infantry,  Mon- 
tana National  Guard.  In  1934  he  became 
Major  Mahan,  and  in  1937  was  promoted 
again  to  Adjutant  General  of  Montana  with 
the  rank  of  Brigadier-General.  He  still 
serves  in  that  capacity. 

Meanwhile  the  lawyer  side  of  his  career 
was  not  marking  time.  On  being  relieved  of 
his  post  of  Commander,  Disabled  American 
Veterans  of  the  World  War,  he  returned 
to  Helena,  Mont.,  to  begin  the  practice  of 
law  that  he  is  continuing  still.  From  1927 
to  1 93 1  Mahan  was  attorney  for  the  Board 
of  Equalization  of  Montana,  and  repre- 
sented the  state  in  all  tax  suits.  He  became 
first  assistant  county  attorney,  Lewis  and 
Clark  County,  in  capacity  of  Special  Prose- 
cutor from  1 93 1  to  1934.  In  1935  he  "was 
appointed  City  Attorney  of  Helena  and 
still,  holds  that  position,  being  reappointed 
annually. 

Mahan  is  attorney  for  several  large  cor- 
porations in  Montana  in  addition  to  his 
general  practice.

He  was  elected  president  of  Helena 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  March  1938; 
he  is  also  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that 
body.  Mahan  is  a  member  of  the  Helena 
Rotary  club. 

Robert  J.   Willis  Youngest  Judge  in 
State  of  Washington 

With  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  position  of 
Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  State  of 
Washington,  in  and  for 
Yakima  County,  on 
August  30  last,  thirty- 
three  year  old  Robert 
J.  Willis,  Washington 
Beta,  became  the 
youngest  judge  in  the 
state. 

The  highlights  of  Judge  Willis'  career 
to  date  are  set  out  in  the  following  auto- 
biographical sketch  drafted  especially  for 
the  Journal: 

I  was  born  in  Douglas,  Alaska,  on  August  18, 
1904,  my  father  at  the  time  being  manager  of  the 
general  store  of  the  Alaska-Treadvvell  Gold  Min- 
ing Company,  the  world's  largest  gold  producer. 
In  1907  I  moved  with  my  family  to  Goldendale, 
Wash.,  where  my  father  engaged  in  the  gen- 
eral mercantile  business,  and  where  I  was  raised. 
I  attended  the  Goldendale  public  schools  and  the 
Goldendale  high  school,  being  graduated  from 
the  latter  in  the  spring  of  1922.  I  worked  for  a 
year  as  a  grocery  and  furnishings  clerk  and  there- 
after entered  the  Liberal  Arts  College  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington  in  the  fall  of  1923.  After 
completing  two  years  and  a  quarter  in  the  Liberal 
Arts  College,  I  embarked  in  June,  1926,  for  a 
summer's  job  at  Seward,  Alaska.  I  found  the 
situation  there  so  favorable  toward  saving  money, 
however,  that  I  stayed  there  through  the  winter 
and  until  September  of  1927,  working  first  as  a 
grocery  clerk,  and  later  as  an  extra  checker  and 
longshoreman  for  the  government  owned  Alaska 
Railway  on  its  Seward  dock.  In  October,  1927,  I 
entered  the  Law  School  of  the  University  of 
Washington,  from  which  I  graduated  in  June, 
1930,  with  a  bachelor  of  laws  degree. 

After  passing  the  state  bar  examination,  I  came 
immediately  to  Yakima,  where  I  began  practice 
on  Monday,  June  30,  1930,  as  an  associate  of  the 
firm  of  Williamson  &  LaBerge.  My  introduction 
to  the  practice  was  rather  amusing.  Mr.  William- 
son was  trying  an  irrigation  water  right  case  that 
morning  before  Judge  Barnett,  who  is  now  my 
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colleague  on  the  superior  bench  of  this  county, 
and  Mr.  Williamson  asked  me  to  accompany  him 
to  court.  At  the  first  opportunity  and  after  being 
introduced  to  the  judge  and  opposing  counsel,  Mr. 
Williamson  introduced  me  to  the  litigant  against 
whom  we  were  appearing.  He  was  an  old  Yakima 
County  pioneer.  His  response  to  my  introduction 
was  this:  "A  young  lawyer,  huh?  Well,  I  never 
did  think  much  of  young  lawyers.  They  have  to 
sit  round  and  wear  the  seats  of  their  pants  out  for 
ten  years  before  they  ever  amount  to  a  damn. 
Where  are  you  from?"  "Goldendale"  I  answered, 
and  his  reply  to  that  was  "Klickitat  County,  huh? 
Well,  I  always  did  think  that  Klickitat  County 
was  the  poorest  county  in  the  state."  So  you  may 
see  that  my  introduction  iiito  the  law  was  not  one 
to  build  up  any  false  hopes. 

Following  Mr.  Williamson's  appointment  by 
President  Hoover  to  the  Federal  Power  Commis- 
sion, I  became  associated  with  the  firm  of  Snively 
and  Bounds,  which  position  I  held  until  my  elec- 
tion as  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  Yakima  County 
on  November  6,  1934.  Following  the  death  of 
Judge  A.  W.  Hawkins  in  June,  1937,  I  was  ap- 
pointed by  Governor  Clarence  D.  Martin  to  the 
position  of  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the 
State  of  Washington,  in  and  for  Yakima  County, 
on  August  30  and  took  over  my  new  duties,  after 
resigning  as  Prosecuting  Attorney,  on  September 
6,   1937. 

I  am  married  and  have  one  child,  Robert  John 
Willis,  HI,  who  is  now  three  years  of  age. 

I  was  pledged  by  Washington  Beta  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  at  the  University  of  Washington  in  the 
fall  of  1923,  and  was  initiated  as  a  member  dur- 
ing the  following  spring.  In  1928  I  became  a 
member  of  Phi  Delta  Phi,  National  Professional 
Legal  Fraternity.

Willis  B.  Hayes,  Jr.,  Michigan  Al- 
pha, for  the  past  several  years  Utility  Of- 
ficer of  the  Veterans'  Hospital  at  Wichita, 
Kan.,  has  been  transferred  to  the  govern- 
ment hospital  at  Muskogee,  Okla.,  a  much 
larger  hospital. 

Hayes  went  to  Wichita  July  20,  1932, 
to  supervise  construction  of  that  hospital. 
Upon  its  completion  he  was  assigned  to  the 
position  of  utility  officer. 

Active  in  Wichita  Civic  and  social  cir- 
cles Hayes  was  a  member  of  the  Crestview 
Country  Club,  president  of  the  Sig  Ep 
Alumni  chapter,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  University  Club,  a  mem- 
ber  of  the   I.O.O.F.,   Engineering   Club, 


Kansas  State  Engineers'  Society,  Kiwanis, 
and  Wichita  Art  Association. 

Hayes  has  had  wide  experience  in  various  forms 
of  engineering,  and  has  held  a  number  of  im- 
portant and  highly  technical  positions.  He  was 
assistant  engineer  in  charge  of  construction  of  the 
$7,000,000  plant  for  Standard  Sanitary  Manufac- 
turing company  at  Baltimore,  Md.;  engineer  in 
charge  of  construction  of  the  Trenton  Channels 
plant  for  the  Detroit  Edison  company  at  Trenton 
Channels,  Md.  (largest  plant  of  the  kind  in  the 
world  at  that  time)  ;  an  engineer  for  the  Illinois 
Central  Railroad  company  at  Chicago  on  elec- 
trification of  its  road;  engineer  for  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad  and  for  the  P.C.  &  Y.  railroad;  he 
designed  primary,  secondary  and  underground 
work  for  the  Duquesne  Light  company  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. 

He  also  held  the  position  of  chief  inspector  for

On  the  second  day  an  Alumni  luncheon  was 
held  with  the  Denver  group  where  a  lot  of  old 
timers  were  contacted.  A  visit  to  Denver  without 
seeing  Francis  Knauss  would  not  be  a  visit.  He 
served  us  as  Grand  President  from  1916-23.  L. 
W.  "Shorty"  Bowen  who  has  done  so  fine  a  job 
as  Alumni  Treasurer  of  Colorado  Delta,  Doc 
Lininger,  our  song  leader,  W.  C.  "Doc"  Smolen- 
ske,  former  Traveling  Secretary,  C.  H.  Freeark, 
Beta's  former  Alumni  Treasurer,  R.  J.  "Doc" 
Heath,  who  started  with  medical  intentions  but 
switched  to  law,  and  many  others  of  the  older 
group  were  contacted.  Park  Kinney  accompanied 
us  to  all  of  the  meetings  except  Gamma.  Those 
of  you  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  attend  the 
Denver  Conclave  will  remember  Park  as  the  one 
in  charge  of  the  Beefsteak  Fry  and  the  Camp  Fire 
Party  in  connection  with  it.  The  Colorado  visit 
came  to  an  end  when  Charlie  Patch  delivered  the 
Grand  Secretary  at  Fort  Collins. 

Rumor  has  it  that  Charlie  forgot  to  turn  on 
the  heater  returning  home  and  the  result  was 
"Cold  Feet"  for  a  long  time.  As  far  as  we  know 
that  was  the  only  casualty  of  the  trip. 

The  chapter  at  Colorado  Aggies  managed  to 
get  "only  53"  pledges  this  session  and  there  cer- 
tainly was  a  "full  house"  at  our  afternoon  chat.

Fine 
weather  still  prevailed  and  while  "pretty  cold" 
for  one  from  Virginia  we  heard  a  native  on  the 
train  in  Western  Wyoming  tell  how  mild  the 
winter  had  been  so  far,  the  thermometer  not  hav- 
ing been  lower  than  2  below  zero.  At  Ogden 
brothers  E.  M.  McLoughlin,  Montana  Alpha, 
and  L.  B.  Redd,  Utah  Alpha,  driving  from  Salt 
Lake  City  arrived  at  8:30  a.m.  and  on  to  Logan 
and  Utah  Alpha  we  went,  arriving  in  time  for 
lunch.  A  visit  to  the  Utah  State  College  campus 
and  a  fine  turn-out  for  a  dinner  party  at  the  house

Here  the  "old  west"  was 
portrayed  with  the  "Brass  Rail,"  roulette  and 
other  means  of  separating-  one  from  his  cash  all 
in  the  name  of  charity.  Ed  Reeder,  in  an  effort 
to  demonstrate  the  many  fine  features  of  the 
Chrysler,  next  day  drove  us  to  Missoula  where 
Montana  Alpha  made  things  very  interesting  for 
twenty-four  hours.  A  fine  dinner  at  the  Missoula 
Hotel,  which  was  attended  by  President  Simmons, 
Phi  Kappa  Psi,  and  Dean  Miller,  Sigma  Nu, 
Professor  brother  J.  H.  Ramskill,  and  a  charter 
member  of  Montana  Alpha,  brother  A.  E.  Lister. 
District  Governor  Ralph  Fields  makes  his  home 
at  Missoula  when  not  on  the  road  for  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Forestry.  Brother  Fields  made  the 
trip  to  Washington  Alpha  and  attended  the  meet- 
ing with  the  Spokane  Alumni. 

A  day  with  Washington  Alpha  renewed  ac- 
quaintance with  alumni  treasurer  C.  L.  Hix,  and 
other  alumni.  Here  we  found  Dr.  H.  R.  Stone, 
Iowa  Alpha,  preaching  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
Within  four  days  of  exactly  25  years  ago  we 
helped  initiate  Dr.  Stone  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Iowa. 
Our  very  capable  District  Governor,  Ralph  Fields 
took  a  delegation  of  Washington  Alpha  men  and 
visited  the  University  of  Idaho  at  Moscow,  nine 
miles  east  of  Pullman  and  discovered  an  Iowa 
Beta  brother,  Virgil  A.  Cherrington,  on  the  Idaho 
Faculty.  A  pleasant  surprise  on  Sunday  afternoon 
was  visits  of  several  representatives  of  the  other 
fraternities. 

Back  from  Pullman  to  Spokane  for  the  alumni 
meeting.  In  the  hotel  lobby  we  were  stopped  by 
a  gentleman  who  seemed  to  know  us  pretty  well, 
who  turned  out  to  be  brother  F.  J.  Wyers,  a 
charter  member  of  Washington  Beta,  rushing  to 
make  a  train  for  his  home  at  Hood  River.

Alpha,  whom  we  knew  very  intimately  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C,  twenty-five  or  more  years  ago,  along 


with  Burke  Taylor,  Nebraska  Alpha,  the  man 
our  late  past  Grand  President  Griffin  named  the 
"loquacious  freshman"  back  in  1914,  were  on 
hand  early  to  extend  a  hearty  welcome.  The  name 
Frank  Jeffrey  mentioned  so  often  when  speaking 
of  the  future  Governors  should  keep  all  "Sig 
Eps"  of  Washington  on  their  toes  watching-  for 
the  opportunity  to  "aid  a  brother."  A  visit  to 
the  Washington  campus  completed  the  stay  in 
Seattle  after  which  former  Grand  President  and 
Mrs.  O.  E.  Draper  and  brother  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Hamack  polished  off  the  new  12  cylinder  Packard 
from  the  Draper  garage  and  drove  the  197  miles 
to  Portland,  Oregon,  just  in  time  to  help  28 
Alumni  there  take  care  of  the  beefsteak  dinner 
prepared  for  us  at  Portland's  famous  "Hilers" 
restaurant.  The  brothers  who  will  have  their  cars 
when  they  attend  the  Los  Angeles  Conclave  should 
not  miss  the  drive  to  Seattle  and  the  portion  north 
of  Portland  will  be  found  most  interesting.  While 
in  Portland  it  was  learned  that  a  Kansas  Alpha 
brother  Walter  T.  Scott  graced  a  Major's  uniform 
at  Vancouver  Barracks.  An  effort  was  made  to 
reach  him  but  without  success.  We  hope  we  will 
see  him  at  the  next  Conclave.

About  130  en- 
joyed a  fine  dinner,  songs,  and  of  course  there 
were  a  lot  of  talks  and  stories  galore.  The  big 
finale  was  a  wonderful  speech  by  brother  Dean 
Dubach  and  a  presentation  to  him  of  a  gold 
watch,  just  to  let  him  know  how  much  every 
one  felt  his  importance  to  the  chapter.  Back  to  the 
hotel  for  another  all  night  discussion  of  ways  and 
means  to  save  the  country.  A  fine   party  and  a

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group  of  alumni  that  will  be  hard  to  top  any- 
where. On  Sunday  morning  all  who  had  not  left 
town  attended  Dr.  Dubach's  church  as  the  final 
token  of  respect  to  him.  The  good-byes  to  Oregon 
State  were  hurried  as  the  Oregon  University  group 
were  waiting  with  a  car  to  take  the  Grand  Presi- 
dent and  Grand  Secretary  to  Eugene  for  dinner. 
We  arrived  just  a  few  minutes  after  the  regular 
hour  and  found  Oregon  Beta  patiently  waiting. 

The  Grand  President  was  the  center  of  attrac- 
tion for  the  afternoon  and  evening.  It  was  neces- 
sary for  him  to  leave  at  9:00  p.m.  A  visit  with  the 
chapter  and  several  alumni  was  climaxed  by' a  trip 
over  the  campus  late  in  the  afterncSon.  This  chap- 
ter owes  a  lot  to  Delbert  Hill,  the  alumnus  who 
has  been  guiding  it  financially  for  a  number  of 
years.

The  alumni  meeting  was  held  the  next  evening 
at  Lake  Merritt  Hotel  in  Oakland  and  about  60 
were  present,  among  them  five  charter  members 
whom  we  remembered,  Oscar  Bailey,  U.S.  Attix, 
Ben  Maddox,  Tison  Harris,  and  H.  G.  Thiele. 
Our  National  Librarian  Frank  Sewell  and  Sig 
Eps  outstanding  football  quarterback  Sam  Chap- 
man were  also  on  hand  and  many  of  the  older 
alumni  including  Ralph  Mutz,  Michigan  Alpha, 
who  made  Richmond  his  headquarters  several 
years  ago.  Considerable  time  was  spent  in  discus- 
sing general  fraternity  affairs  with  the  Grand 
President  and  a  very  pleasant  visit  was  had  at  the 
Corley  home  with  Marcellene  and  the  children, 
Patsy  and  Jimmy,  Jr.,  where  headquarters  were 
made  during  the  Berkeley  visit.

Real  California  sunshine  greeted  us  the  next 
day  and  Ted  Holzhausen  and  Bob  Ryan  sent  out 
a  reserve  car  to  get  the  Grand  Secretary  to  his 
reservations  at  the  Ambassador.  As  soon  as  the 
check  in  could  be  completed  contacts  started.  After 
greetings  the  hotel  manager,  Mr.  McMillen,  cor- 
ralled a  few  Sig  Eps  and  the  spark  plug  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Mr.  Bruce  Finlay,  for 
luncheon  and  the  wonders  of  California  were  ex- 
tolled and  the  advantages  of  the  Ambassador  pre- 
sented. A  tour  of  the  hotel  showed  a  theatre, 
capacity  650,  where  it  is  planned  to  hold  our  meet- 
ings. Committee  rooms  galore  including  on  the 
Lobby  floor  the  Rose  room,  Moderne  room.  Colo- 
nial room,  and  the  Fiesta  room.  The  latter  is  used 
for  banquets  and  has  speaker's  platform,  orchestra 
stand,  spot  light  and  loud  speaker  equipment.  On 
three  sides  of  this  room  is  space  for  committee 
meetings  or  artists  to  be  used  at  the  banquet.  There 
are  three  dining  rooms,  the  Spanish  room.  Foun- 
tain room,  and  Cocoanut  grove.  Every  need  can 
be  secured  in  the  hotel  or  on  its  28  acre  lot.  A 
barber  shop,  post  ofiice  and  merchandise  shops  of 
every  nature  are  in  the  building.  Outside  is  golf, 
tennis,  a  swimming  pool  and  parking  lots.  In  the 
summer  an  outside  oven  offers  service  to  those 
enjoying  the  grove  and  here  an  outside  bar  is 
also  operated.  It  is  hard  to  conceive  of  anything 
that  one  would  want  that  is  not  available. 

All  the  rooms  are  en  suite.  The  rates  are  very 
reasonable  and  have  been  cut  in  half  for  those 
registered  at  the  Conclave.  A  room  with  parlor 
and  bath  two  to  a  room  $4.00  each.  Two  bed- 
rooms with  parlor  and  bath,  four  people,  $3.50 
each,  same  accommodations  five  or  six  people, 
$3.25  each.  Rooms  at  a  lower  rate  $2.00,  $2.50, 
and  $3.00  may  be  secured  within  a  block  or  two 
of  the  Ambassador.  Like  a  good  politician  before 
election  the  Hotel  promises  everything.  From  the 
apparently  satisfied  guests  we  contacted  we  feel 
satisfied  that  the  hotel  will  make  good. 

The  high  light  of  the  stop  at  Los  Angeles  was 
the  long-looked-for  meeting  with  the  family  of 
our  beloved  scotty.  What  a  delightful  surprise  to 
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find  Marjorie  and  the  two  children,  Kentner  and 
Shirley,  visitors  at  the  hotel  so  soon  after  our 
arrival.  A  delightful  visit  was  had  at  the  hotel 
and  in  charge  of  District  Governor  Bob  Ryan 
we  drove  through  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Campus  and  then  to  the  ocean  and  from 
Marjorie's  living  room  watched  the  sun  setting 
while  enjoying  a  cup  of  tea.  In  Kentner  we  saw 
the  developing  of  the  wisdom,  wit  and  humor 
of  another  Scotty.  All  of  our  members  must  meet 
this  happy  group  when  we  convene  at  Los 
Angeles. 

Two  days  of  sight  seeing  with  Bob  Ryan  visit- 
ing the  campuses  of  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, University  of  California  Los  Angeles,  and 
Occidental,  the  latter  under  the  guidance  of  Louis 
Roberts  the  California  Beta  delegate  to  Seattle, 
made  our  visit  very  pleasant.  Luncheon  with 
California  Beta  presented  the  opportunity  to  meet 
all  the  actives.  This  group  feels  its  importance 
and  surely  is  going  places  as  a  chapter.  During  our 
stay  acquaintance  was  renewed  with  Mr.  Wilson 
B.  Heller,  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  a  free  lance  in  the 
fraternity  world  who  is  independently  collecting 
fraternity  data  and  surely  has  the  low  down  on 
all  groups  throughout  the  country.  He  is  a  fra- 
ternity man  whom  all  interested  in  fraternities 
should  meet. 

The  Los  Angeles  Alumni  banquet  brought  out 
130  and  among  them  we  renewed  many  old 
acquaintances.  A  very  pleasant  surprise  was  en- 
joyed in  receiving  from  the  group  a  framed  pic- 
ture typical  of  the  great  southwest.  This  is  greatly 
prized  and  has  been  hung  in  the  office,  a  daily 
reminder  of  a  very  happy  occasion.  Among  the 
many  very  pleasant  visits  at  Los  Angeles  was  a 
delightful  dinner  and  evening  at  the  home  of 
District  Governor  Bob  Ryan.  With  Bob  and  his 
charming  wife  we  find  another  to  be  added  to 
our  Conclave  ladies  in  1939. 

The  great  disappointment  in  the  Los  Angeles 
visit  was  the  failure  to  have  personal  contact  with 
Dr.  J.  R.  MacArthur,  Kansas  Beta,  and  Dr. 
George  K.  Dunklee,  Colorado  Alpha.  An  ex- 
change of  wires  with  Dr.  Dunklee  at  San  Louis 
Obispo  and  a  phone  talk  with  Dr.  MacArthur  at 
Pasadena  was  the  best  we  could  do.  We  learned 
after  talking  to  Dr.  MacArthur  that  his  mother's 
illness  was  the  cause  of  his  not  being  at  our  meet- 
ing. 

Those  of  you  who  attended  the  Denver  Con- 
clave will  remember  Dr.  MacArthur's  stirring  talk  • 
on  Ideals.  Our  personal  remembrance  of  both  of 
these  brothers  dates  way  back,  in  1922  to  a  visit 
in  Denver  when  Dr.  Dunklee's  professional  serv- 
ices were  so  graciously  donated  and  the  installa- 
tion at  Manhattan  in  191 8  when  Dr.  MacArthur 
was  number  one  at  the  Kansas  Beta  installation.

George  Taylor,  Virginia  Delta,  Vir- 
ginia Eta  and  D.C.  Alpha,  dropped  in  for  a 
visit  before  dinner  to  prepare  the  Grand  Secretary 
for  the  evening.  Among  the  thirty  assembled  for 
dinner  was  Dean  Bostwick,  Phi  Delta  Theta, 
whose  keen  wit,  and  understanding  of  young  men 
has  endeared  him  to  the  student  body.  The  Dean 
made  a  delightful  address. 

Another  delightful  surprise  was  experienced 
here  when  the  New  Mexico  Alpha  chapter  pre- 
sented the  Grand  Secretary  with  a  hand  carved 
Indian  Head  in  relief.  This  also  adorns  the  office 
walls  with  the  picture  presented  by  the  Los 
Angeles  Alumni. 

The  plans  were  to  leave  for  Texas  the  next 
day  but  the  prospects  of  a  visit  to  an  Indian 
Pueblo  were  too  attractive  to  refuse.  Again  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  Dean  Bostwick's  presence  and 
in  Mortuarian  Strong's  best  Packard  we  visited 
The  Enchanted  Mesa,  the  Acama  Indian  Pueblo 
and  Locomotive  Rock.  It  was  a  delightful  day, 
enjoying  a  Dean  minus  the  dignity  of  the  office 
and  a  perfect  host  in  brother  Strong.  Albuquerque 
is  a  mecca  for  tubercular  people  and  the  boys 
advised  me  that  brother  Strong's  business  slogan 
is  "If  you  can't  get  well  get  'Strong'."  He  is 
entitled  to  all  the  advertising  the  boys  can  give 
him  as  he  surely  contributes  a  lot  to  the  chapter's 
success.  The  urge  for  a  house  is  evident  here  but 
to  own  a  house  one  must  save  something  first  and 
it  is  hoped  New  Mexico  Alpha  will  soon  have 
a  fund  started.  After  this  fine  day  in  the  moun- 
tains brother  George  and  Mrs.  Taylor  introduced 
the  Grand  Secretary  to  a  real  Mexican  Chili 
dinner  before  attending  the  chapter  dance  in  the 
new  University  union  building.

Activities:  An  extensive  program  of  refurnishing 
the  chapter  house,  including  all-steel  desks  and  chests 
of  drawers  at  a  cost  of  $3000,  was  completed  last 
year  by  Wisconsin  Alpha  chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 
At  its  tri-annual  reunion  in  Appleton,  Wis.  in  the 
spring  of  1937  the  fraternity  found  itself  in  a  finan- 
cial condition  which  made  possible  the  abolishing 
of  stock  payments  for  active  members.  It  was  also 
decided  to  embark  upon  an  extensive  refurnishing  pro- 
gram, for  which  funds  had  been  accumulated  through 
good  management  despite  the  depression. 

Representatives  of  the  Alumni  Corporation  and  the 
active  chapter  inspected  the  leading  fraternity  houses  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  Madison,  and  it  was 
decided  that  steel  furniture  with  natural  mahogany 
finish  would  be  most  desirable.  Accordingly  eighteen 
desks  with  composition  tops  and  built-in  book  shelves 
together  with  steel  study  chairs  and  wastebaskets,  desk 
pads,  and  I.E.S.  study  lamps  were  purchased.  A  like 
number  of  similarly  constructed  chests  of  drawers  with 
individual  mirrors  and  lamps  were  bought.  Each  room 
was  furnished  with  modernistic  chromium  tubular  easy 
chairs.  Two  new  dining  room  tables  and  new  chairs 
were  included  in  the  program.  A  Zenith  combination 
radio  and  phonograph  was  acquired  shortly  after. 

During  the  summer  the  entire  chapter  house,  in- 
cluding study  rooms,  was  recarpeted  and  repapered, 
and  built-in  wardrobes  were  installed  in  each  room. 
New  linoleum  was  laid  for  the  kitchen,  and  the  house 
was  completely  rewired.  The  new  furniture  was  also 
delivered,  so  that  everything  was  in  readiness  for  the 
opening  of  college  in  September. 

Plans  for  the  near  future  include  refurnishing  the 
dormitory  with  individual  steel  beds  in  natural  ma- 
hogany finish  and  redecoration  of  the  living  room  and 
den.
